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O THE collector who is tired of 

trying to gather all the stamps 

which seem to come out daily, to 

the one who is looking for a 
country which he can complete to a great 
extent; to the one who wants a great 
variety in which he can still do some 
studying of his own if he so desires, 
may I present for his consideration the 
stamps of Fiume? 

At first glance, from the listings in the 
catalog, Fiume seems easy to complete. 
Certainly it cannot compare with the 
larger nations such as France, Russia, 
etc. But is it really so easy, philatelic- 
ally speaking? Let us look again. A 
specialized collection should include 
“everything.” This means _ postage 
stamps, revenues, seals, poster stamps, 
postal stationery, covers, post cards, 
photos and philatelic literature. Since 
Fiume is a “dead” country, having been 
annexed to Italy in 1924, there are no 
New Issues to look forward to and that 
gives one a chance to devote all his 
time to chasing after the issues which 
have been obsolete more than a decade. 

A complete postal history of Fiume 
should cover the period from Austrian 
issues of June 1, 1850, until March 
31, 1924, when the stamps of Italy were 
declared current in Fiume. The city 
which the poet D’Annunzio took control 
of on Sept. 12, 1919, had seen 70 years 
of Austro-Hungarian rule and the stamps 
of those countries were in use, but the 
years from 1919 to 1924 made up for 
the past neglect. In this six year period 
stamps of all types were issued includ- 
ing overprints on Hungarian stamps, 
regular postage, provisionals, semi-post- 
als, special deliveries, newspapers, post- 
age dues and occupation stamps. 

In my collection of Fiume I have 
tried to get a mint copy, another used, 
and one on cover of each stamp. Mint 
are plentiful, used copies are not so 
plentiful, and the ones on cover—well, 
they just seem to hide away from this 
collector. 

The latest issue of Scott’s lists 263 
major varieties plus an additional 75 
minor varieties which include such things 
as misspelled words, inverts, varying 
spacings, etc. This would make a total 
of 388 stamps, 75 of which catalog more 
than a dollar each. The highest cata- 
loging ones are those issued for the is- 
lands of Arbe and Veglia, particularly 
the errors. If one collected Fiume ac- 
cording to the listings of a specialized 
catalog published in Europe the number 
of varieties would jump to 717, as they

list 367 major varieties and 350 minor 
varieties. A complete collection mint 
and used would total 1434 copies. Scott’s 
and Gibbons do not recognize most of 
the “errors” as worthy of catalog listing. 

Added to the above are the postal 
stationery issues which consist of 12 post 
cards with 10 sub varieties and 4 enve- 
lopes with 3 varieties, a total of 29. 
Also there are 72 revenues with 33 minor 
varieties, a total of 105 stamps. Thus 
in stamps of all kinds there are a total 
of 1593 varieties. Other things to add 
to such a collection are the covers and 
types of cancellations, the cancels being 
mostly military markings. 

Postage stamps were first used in 
Fiume on the Ist of June, 1850, when 
Austrian stamps were issued. For more 
than 20 years the stamps of Austria were

current in this small fishing village on 
the Adriatic. On May Ist, 1871, the 
postal affairs were turned over to the 
Hungarians, although Austrian stamps 
remained current until the following 31st 
of July. The Hungarians laid down a 
railroad from Budapest to Fiume, re- 
built the harbor and soon made the place 
the chief Hungarian port. By 1914 the 
city consisted of three parts, the old 
part inhabitated for the most part by 
Italians, the Croatian suburb of Sushak, 
and the new city which had risen be- 
cause of the commerce and was in- 
habited mostly by Germans and Hun- 
garians. 

Mail from 1871 until Dec. 2, 1918, 
bore Hungarian stamps. On the latter 
date was issued the first Fiumian stamps, 
the current Hungarian series overprinted 
with the name FIUME, this being done 
by the National Council which had taken 
over the city. The council was com- 
posed of Italians, Magyars and Germans 
and while these last two had until re- 
cently been enemies of the Italians, 
they preferred them to the Jugo-Slavs. 
The Croats were divided in their sym- 





pathies, some favoring union with Jugo- 
slavia and others wanting a republic. 
Hardly had the Hungarian governor fled 
the city when the first Italian flag was 
raised on Oct. 29, 1918, a scene recalled 
by the issue of 1919. Next day the 
Croat troops arrived and remained until 
November 17, but during the period 
left no philatelic reminders other than 
their military postmarks. Three hours 
after their departure, General San Mar- 
zano arrived with two regiments of Ital- 
ian Grenadiers and took command of 
the city in the name of Italy. One week 
later on Nov. 23 the Fiume National 
Council took control and at the end of 
their first week in power appeared the 
first stamps of Fiume as a stamp issuing 
entity, the surcharges on the Hungarian 
stamps. 


The stamps used for this first issue 
were the 26 values of the regular Hun- 
garian set, there being two varieties of 
the 10 and 15 filler denominations on 
hand, with colorless or colored numerals. 
In addition, during December a news- 
paper stamp, a Special Delivery stamp 
and a number of Postage Dues were also 
overprinted. Early on Dec. 2 the first 
overprints were made by the firm of 
Kirchofer & Co., publishers and book- 
binders, but this was handstamped. Later 
the Wadasz Typography Co. machine 
printed the entire set. The 20f. value 
is commonest with handstamp overprint 
as it was the commonest used stamp and 
first one overprinted. Scott lists only 
one type of overprint, though the hand- 
stamp is readily told by its heavier ap- 
pearance. Two settings were also made 
of the machine overprint, one resulting 
in a clear, clean-cut overprint and the 
other somewhat rougher in appearance. 
The 10 filler exists with the machine 
overprint only in inverted position, all 
normal copies being from the handstamp 
printing. Small quantities of various 
values received the handstamp though 
normally they appear in the machine 
type. These are part sheets left over 
from the machine printing. 

On Dec. 8 a further stock of Hun- 
garian stamps were again overprinted by 
handstamp. Numerous varieties exist 
but there are five noticeable varieties of 
the handstamps: The center stem of the 
M does not touch the base line, overprint 
14mm. long instead of usual 13, center 
stem of M extends to base line, M wider 
than usual, and letter E with center stem 
in middle of letter instead of a little 
to the top.

| antes were added by surcharging the 


6 and 20 filler of Hungarian postage dues 
with new values of 45 filler and the 
word FRANCO indicating they were for 
regular postage. Ten days later on Jan- 
uary 29, the postal variety was again 
extended by overprinting the Hungarian 
Savings Bank stamp of 10f denomination 
with new value of 15f. Scott does not 
list this, though the “FRANCO” made 
it a postage stamp. 

On the 2nd of December 1918 in ad- 
dition to the regular Hungarian stamps 
overprinted, there were issued the cur- 
rent 2 filler Hungarian Newspaper stamp 
also overprinted Fiume; a 2 filler Special 
Delivery and three semi-postals then 
current. The overprint on these is found 
in several minor types and either hand- 
stamped or printed. 

For Postage Due the Hungarian Due 
stamps on hand were overprinted by 
hand or machine as the regulars. Three 
watermarks are found on these stamps, 
but two of them are simply different 
types of crowns, one being a crown very 
nearly square, while the other is almost 
bell-shaped. The third and commonest 
variety is the Double Cross. The 6f, 
12f and 50f green and black, are found 
with both Crown and Double Cross 
Watermarks, though the 6f is known 
only with the square-type crown. The 
dues in green are red design of these 
denominations were also overprinted 
(all Cross watermark): 1, 2, 5, 6, 10, 
12, 15, 20 and 30f. 

Practically all the stamps mentioned 
so far have been faked. There are nu- 
merous factors causing this. The easy 
manner of overprinting the huge quanti- 
ties of unsurcharged Hungarian stamps 
that were available; the desire of many 
collectors to possess the set; and the 
temptation of various persons to take 
advantage of the chance to increase con- 
siderably the value of common stamps. 
So there remains on the market many 
of these faked overprints, particularly of 
the rarer verieties such as inverts, etc. 
So great was this practice that few in- 
deed were the collections which did not 
contain some of these bogus stamps. The 
interest throughout the world in this 
town that had become a country and 
which was destined not to remain in- 
dependent for long, was intensified by 
stamp collectors as they attempted to get 
the Fiume stamps while they were avail-

New Type Air Mail Contracts | 


On September ‘15 the the P. O. Dept. will 
open bids for carrying the mails on four 
air mail routes, on each of which the 
mails will at some points be picked up 
without landing and dropped at others 
without landing. Robert D. Byrnes, 
writing in the Hartford Courant says the 
routes are from Philadelphia to Pitts- 
burgh by way of a number of smaller 
Pennsylvania cities; from Pittsburgh to 
Clarksburg, W. Va., with service to va- 
rious Pennsylvania communities; from 
Clarksburg to Huntington, W. Va., with 
service to various W. Va. and Ohio cities; 
and from Huntington to Clarksburg on 
an alternate route entirely within West 
Virginia. If cachets are to be used for 
the first flights (and most of the towns 
are not now on routes) collectors can 
expect notice of a number of such events 
in the near future. These will be the 
first regular flights using pick-up and 
dropping of mail, though various experi- 
mental flights have been made from 
time to time, as at Beaver Falls, Pa., 
some years ago. 


Japan Commemorates The 
War 


Though the Japanese have been care- 
ful not to declare war on China, and 
officially according to them no war is in 
progress, post offices in Japan on July 
7th used a special cancellation to com- 
memorate the first anniversary of the 
opening of hostilities. So says Robert 
D. Byrnes in the Hartford (Conn.) Cou- 
rant. Which indicates that in Japan 
at least, it is believed there is something 
worth commemorating regarding the un- 
declared war.

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Stamp Automat 





On September 2nd at 11 A. M. a new 
automatic stamp vending machine called 
the “STAMP-AUTOMAT” was placed 
on public test at the temporary post 
office at 910-912 Chetnut St., Phila- 
delphia, Pa. At the ceremonies were 
Philadelphia’s Postmaster Joseph F. Gal- 
lagher; Leslie H. Wadsworth, inventor 
of the coin detector unit of the Automat; 
Wm. M. Varker, President of the ma- 
chine’s manufacturers, The Coin Selec- 
tor Corp.; C. M. Gottschau, Mechanical 
Engineer of the company, and Wm. F. 
Jackson, Jr., Manager of Operations of 
the Franklin Institute. 

The machine is manufactured for 
mounting behind the postoffice wall par- 
titions, only a bronze panel being visible. 
It is the result of several years of work 
and has been tested thoroughly by the 
Bureau of Standards. The machines 
are operated by electricity and can be 
made to furnish various amounts of 
stamps. The ones now being tried out 
by the public vend five one-cent stamps 
when a nickel is placed in the slot, and 
five two-cent stamps when a dime is 
placed in the slot of the 2c stamp ma- 
chine. A specimen strip of 1c were sent, 
autographed by Postmaster Gallagher, 
the strip being neatly separated at the 
perforations, no cutting marks being 
visible, nor are there any marks on the 
backs of the stamps as are to be found 
on stamps sold in the “four for a nickel” 
machines found in stores. 

When the supply of stamps is sold 
out, the word “Closed” appears in a 
frosted glass window. If the electricity 
is turned off, the coin slot automatically 
closes, doing this as well if the heating 
elements used in damp weather burn 
out, in this way would-be purchasers 
being protected from loss of their coin. 
If a badly worn or counterfeit coin is 
inserted, these are immediately detected 
and rejected. The machine is intended 
to supplement the usual stamp selling 
methods at post offices at rush hours and 
also to serve as a supply of stamps to 
the public after stamp windows are 
closed. The machines are also made so 
they will issue a 5c stamp if a nickel 
is inserted; a special delivery stamp for 
a dime; two 5c stamps for a dime; or 
one Ic stamp for a penny.

Stamp which played to capacity houses 
in all newspapers and stamp clubs has 
dropped its curtain for the last time, 
for its no Icnger a mystery and now 
very much of a comedy. The Ic 1861 
stamp “valued at $50,000” whose garbled 
description was printed in newspapers 
everywhere, turms out to be the common- 
est lc 1861 stamp with cancellation 
dated August 17, 1861. This date is 
given in the P. O. Dept’s. book as the 
day of issue, though previous to this 
copy being found the earliest known 
cancel was August 21. Indignant be- 
cause Western Stamp Collector ridiculed 
the claim that any stamp could be worth 
so much because of a cancellation, the 
finder wrote in presenting some novel 
(that’s a politely descriptive word) argu 
ments. He wrote, “So if you, they, or 
anybody else thinks $50,000.00 would be 
a big price for ararity of this kind, could

The $1 Stamp Contest 


Nearly 500 readers sent in cards 
bearing their guess as to the number of 
first day covers that would be sent of 
the new $1.00 Wilson stamp. The Post 
Office Dept. reports that total sales of 
the new stamp at Washington on the 
first day, including sales both at the 
city post office and the Philatelic Agency, 
was 31,312 copies. There ware 24,618 
first day covers sent, which would indi- 
cate very few persons sent blocks on 
their covers and that less than 7,000 
copies of this stamp were retained in 
mint condition. Victor C. Reichenbach 
of Lansdale, Pa. wins the contest, his 
guess of 24,631 covers being closest to 
the actual number sent. Dr. Timothy 
F. Mullen of Seneca, Ill. and Frederick 
S. Raker of Allentown, Pa. were runners 
up with guesses of 24,570 and 24,558 re- 
spectively. Since the last first day sale 
of a dollar stamp was 15 years ago, when 
there was little interest in first day cov- 
ers and at which no record was kept of 
covers sent, it can be seen that this was 
a contest in which the participants had 
very little on which to base their 
guesses. Lowest estimate submitted was 
one of 419 covers and the highest was 
175,500—nearly double the amount sent 
of most of the low value Presidentials! 
Some readers submitted entries like 
“40,000 to 50,000,” ‘30,000 more or less,” 
etc., but these of course had to be dis- 
regarded. 

Our guessing contest on the $2.00 
stamp is open to any reader, and for de- 
tails see last week’s paper.

The Stamps of Fiume 


able. As it was, stamps of Fiume only 
were issued between Dec. 2, 1918, and 
March 31, 1924, a matter of only 5 
years and four months. 

On the 30th of January 1919 appeared 
the first postage stamps of Fiume that 
were issued by Council as an attempt to 
show the pro-Italian feeling of the gov- 
ering forces of this town. The military 
forces in Fiume consisted of American, 
French and British troops. Friction be- 
tween Italian civilians and soldiers and 
the French soldiers came to a head in 
aclash in which 25 French soldiers were 
killed. An Inter-Allied inquest found 
both sides to blame, but it was decided 
to change the Italian troops, dissolve the 
Fiumian Legion and the National Coun- 
cil, discontinue the French Base and 
place the town under an Inter-Allied 
Administration. 

In the meantime while this upheaval 
was going forward the stamps of the 
Council were current of the series issued 
January 30th. These consisted of stamps 
of three designs: 10c, 15c and 20c show- 
ing the Italian flag flying from the City 
Hall clock tower; the 25c and 45c an 
allegory of Liberty and a lion; the 60c, 
1 corona and 10 corona Italian cruiser 
entering the harbor with a sailor in fore- 
ground holding an Italian flag. These 
were perforated 114% and on a bluish- 
green paper. On March 2nd 10 more 
stamps were added: a 2c, 3c and 5c with 
allegorical head “Italy” with a star on 
the forehead representing Fiume “the star 
of the Adriatic;” and the 2, 3, and 5 
coruna of the cruiser entering harbor de- 
sign. The 15c, 25c and 45c were also 
reprinted and all of this printing and 
values were on soft white paper with 
numerous perforation errors and the 25c 
in tete beche pairs. 

On April 3rd a new printing was made, 
again on white paper, but differing no- 
ticeably from the other two printings by 
the fact that the colors were uniform and 
did not range from light to dark shades. 
Two new values were added, a 30c and 
50c, both of the sailor with flag design. 

May 18th appeared a semi-postal set, 
the surtax going to the cause of sending 
local students to Italy to study. The set 
was issued on the 200th day of peace 
which it commemorates. Though the post- 
age on each was expressed in Coruna 
the surtax was in Italian Lires. 12 values 
in three designs were issued, these show- 
ing Romulus and Remus, legendary 
founders of Rome, an ancient Venetian 
ship, and the piazza of St. Marks in 
Venice. On the back of each appears 
the words “POSTA DI FIUME” three 
times. These stamps were printed in 
Trieste by the Zanardini Co. 

On July 28th arrived and was placed 
on sale various values of the set of 
regular postage as issued in January 
and March but inscribed “POSTA 
FIUME” instead of simply “FIUME.” 
These included the 5c, 10c, 30c, 45c, 50c, 
60c, and 10 corona. Other values were 
being printed with the revised inscription 
when difficulties arose at Trieste and 
these were not issued by the postoffice

though they later arrived on philatelic 
markets in fairly large quantities. These 
are the 25c and 1, 2, 3, and 5 corona 
values, the 25c being scarcest, now selling 
for around $2.00 and the others for 35c 
or so. 

In 1919 a Newspaper stamp of tri- 
angular design of an eagle with out- 
stretched wings was issued, printed at 
Trieste. And on Sept 12 a new print- 
ing made at Milan appeared. The sec- 
ond was re-engraved and differs so much 
in design that the catalog lists it separ- 
ately. In 1920 appeared the last of the 
Newspaper stamps, another triangle 
showing an ocean liner. 





This stamp issued to commemorate the 200th 

day of peace, had its face value expressed in 

two currencies, Fiume and Italian. The Italian 

funds so collected went to aid students in Italy, 

the Fiumian funds going to the city’s postal 
service. 


On July 28, 1919, Fiume issued the 
only dues of its own in distinctive de- 
sign without any overprint. Only two 
values, the 2c and 5c appeared with a 
design of eagle with outstretched wings 
above the numeral of value. They are 
fairly common. 

During the months that these stamps 
were issued occurred the Fiume Vespers 
incident. The Italians had no thought 
of handing the city over to the Croats 
as the military command was held by 
an Italian general and Italian troops 
greatly outnumbered all others. Rumors 
of British police being on their way from 
Malta to maintain order brought on 
rioting from August 25 to 27 and Fiume 
was the chief topic throughout Italy. The 
major of the First Battalion of the 
Second Grenadiers, one Carlo Reina, 
really was the originator of the Fiume 
Raid. He with six other officers of the 
Grenadiers got in touch with Captain 
Host Venturi of the Fiumian Legion 
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and together they offered the command 
to Gabriele D’Annunzio. On Sept. 12, 
1919 he entered the city about 11 A. M. 
with about 3,000 volunteers and had ob- 
tained complete control of the city by 
evening, the National Council having 
turned over their powers to him. From - 
then until Christmas Day, 1920 he was 
supreme ruler of the city. One of his 
sub officers at the time was Benito 
Mussolini, now ruler of Italy. 

A week after the Fiume Raid on Sept. 
20 was issued the last of Fiume’s semi- 
postals, the 25c plus 2 lire blue portray- 
ing Dr. Anton Grossich, until arrival of 
D’Annunzio, the President of the Na- 
tional Council. Between October 9 and 
December 24 there were four printings 
made of surcharges on the series of 
January, March and July. These had 
several types on the “5” surcharge the 
F and A or F and N were either joined 
or separated. Other separations may be 
similarly made of the other overprints. 
Numerous doubles and inverts are known. 

On Dec. 3rd the semi-postal set of 
May 18 (except the 25c) was overprinted 
for regular postage the overprint corre- 
sponding to the original postage value 
and with intent of making clear that no 
surtax was to be collected. This reads 
“VALORE GLOBALE Cent. 5” varying 
only with the denomination. Again nu- 
merous inverts and doubles appeared. On 
the 5th of February 1920 they were again 
surcharged, the second overprinting being 
made with letters slightly larger or heav- 
ier. This time the 25c was included. And 
still more “errors.”
